who were sufficiently well again, in a short time, descended the pit, accom- 
| panied by some other of the men who had not been down, for the purpose of 
| making what exertions they possibly could for the rescue of the men and boys 
| who were left behind. However none were found alive; and about eleven

| Aas the pit is situated almost in the centre of the town, the lohabitants felt 
| the full force of the dreadful event ; and the groups aod crowds that were 
| collected together, and gathered about the scene of the explosion, seemed 
| deeply to feel this sudden and awful stroke of death occurring at their own 
| doors, and coming home to the firesides and families of some of them. 

One by one the sufferers were brought out from the shaft, presenting in 
their relaxed frames, dull eyes and features io which life seemed perhaps still 
lingering, objects of deep laterest. As they were carried by their comrades 
| down to the carts which were in waiting to convey them away, they were 
| recognised by a brother, a wife, ar a cnild; and the terrible agony that was 

exhibited it is impossible to describe. The most earnest and unremitting 

exertions were made by the medical men present, but generally in vain; not 

one lostance baving oceurred, we believe, in which inflation of the lungs was 
| successfully resorted to. The judicious application of the proper remedies 
| were, however, we have reason to believe, useful in some cases, which might 
| otherwise have terminated fatally. 
The bodies of the sufferers were not much burnt or mutilated. The hair in 

many instances was singed, and the s kio here and there blackened ; but in 
other respects the bodies presented no unusual appearance. The simulta- 
| neous nature of the explosion, and the immediate exhaustion of the flame in 
fire-damp, usually prevent any extensive barns or deep injuries, except to 
those who may be caught in the midst of the flames; and most of the deaths 
which occurred in the present cas have doubtiess resulted from the effects of 
the carbonic ack gas (or choke-damp of the miners) which is generated by 
the combustion of the jaflammatile gas.

We have inserted in another part of our columns the letter of 


« correspondent, “ On the Manufacture of Zine,” in which the 
“ ignorant statements of ‘H. E.,’” as he terms them, are not only 
attacked, but also the slight remarks which we have occasionally 
| made on the subject. It is not for us to defend the representations 
| which have been made by “ H. E.,” as we presume that the com- 
ments of “ A Metal Merchant” will be duly noticed by him; but 
so far as relates to those observations which have fallen from our- 
selves, some notice is required. 

In presuming to enter the lists with our correspondent, we do 
not feel that we are on equal grounds; our “ metal merchant” 
may, for aught we know, be a zinc manufacturer, or an importer 
of foreign spelter ; and, indeed, we should be induced to arrive at 
the latter conclusion, from the pains which he has taken to impress 
on us that zine cannot be manufactured in England at a remunera- 
tive price, and which, indeed, is manifest, if that the figures quoted 
by him are to be assumed as correct. 

In the remarks we have made from time, to time, as also in that 
of the correspondence which has taken place, we believe the ques- 
tion has never been raised by either of our correspondents or our. 
selves, as to the correctness of the assertion, that zine is attended 
with a heavy cost in England. Indeed, if such were not the case, 
how are we to account for the large and increasirg imports of fo- 
reign spelter? The facts are, that the ore and fuel necessary in its 
reduction are abundantly supplied, at a cheap cost, in this country, 
but the metallurgical treatment of the ores here is of an imperfect 
nature compared with that practised on the continent; while there 
| is also a difference in the cost of labour, which precludes us from 
| competing with foreign manufacture, not to advert to the addi- 














! tional labour which the process observed here requires, and hence 
| the limited quantity produced in England. 

In the absence of any reply on the part of “H. E.,” we will, so 
| far as our knowledge of the subject permits, note those points to 
which our correspondent’s attention appears to be more particu- 
larly directed, although we must confess that the expressions used 
| leave us in doubt as to whether sheet or rolled zinc, or ingot me- 
tal, is referred to by him in his letter, as he adverts to “ machinery ’ 
and “ rollers.”
